by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler of 
Columbia university.

"The development of a practical 


and economic means, of converting 
•wood waste into motor fuels," says 
the report, "has a deeper significance 
than the immediately important fac- 
tor of conservation—it provides -a 
source of motor- fuels for the future 
which is under the direct control of 
man. 


"Our great storehouses of poten- 


tial motor fuel from petroleum, coal 
and oil shales are heritages from 
past ages, while wood tars and other 
vegetables are producible under con- 
trolled conditions. 


"Approximately 24' per cent of the 


standing .treo is converted into-use- 
ful products, while 76 per cent Is 
wasted. . 


"As 'an example of the possibilities 


of the utilization of. this waste, from 
an average annual yield of 7,500.000.- 
000 board feet of Douglas fir the 
equivalent of 2,500,000 cords or 4,- 
200,000 tons is available for destruc- 
tive distillation, yielding the follow- 
ing products: 


"Turpentine and light oils, 8,500,- 


000 gallons; tar, 70.000,000 gallons; 
wood alcohol, 
9,780,000 
gallons; 


acetate of lime, 187, 500,000 pounds; 
charcoal 2.440,000,000 pounds. And 
a large yield of gas for fuel. 


"The 70,000,000 gallons of tar will 


produce by .cracking,, according to 
present research, 23,300,000 gallons 
of motor fuel equal in anti-knock 
properties to benzine." 


These figures cover only one kind 


of wood. The report says that hard- 
wood tar may be used to manufac- 
ture low-boiling tar acids and phen- 
ols, and that pine tar is suitable for 
making solvents and paint thinners.

S u c c e e d e d in Putting 
15,000,000-acre Land Deal 
Through Congress

Washington—Th» first Hlghpower- 


ed lobbyist to sway Congress by sub- 
tle means was the Rev. Dr. Manasseh 
Cutler of Massachusetts. 


The Rev. Cutler worked on the 


Continental Congress in 17S7 at New 
York and after bribing Influential 
members with promise of participa- 
tion in the profits 'obtained about 
5.000.000 acres of the best land in 


:0 rCortllWCit Tcnitory, 'v\aicii aj>- 


pears to have cost th« promoters 
about one cent an acre. 


He was a man of considerable in- 


tellectual attainment and personal 
charm and he was a fast worker, for 
he seems to have put the deal over 
in about three weeks. 
. The Ohio company, which sent the 
Re^v. Dr. Cutler to New Tork wa* 
organized by a group of influential 
Xew Englanders headed by General 
Rufus Putnam. 
It was Cutler's job 


first, to obtain passage of an ordi- 
nance providing for efficient govern- 
ment of the territory and then to get 
the land. Ho won'both times. 


NOBODY CARED 


This was the first big land deal 


of the kind ever engineered In Con- 
Kress,, but many more were to fol- 
low. 


Cutler appears' to have been sur- 


prised to find a general Indifference 
to his proposal. 
Some members 


even suggested that it would be poor 
business for the Infant government, 
which had at that time not yet ob- 
tained ratification of the new con- 
stitution. 


.But puritanical scruples -were not 


allowed to stand in the way and the 
argeement was soon arrived r.t. The 
Rev. 
Dr. Cutler wrote in his Jour- 


nal: 


"We obtained the grant of near 


five millions of acres . . . one million 
and a half for tho Ohio company'and 
the remainder for a private specula- 
tion, in which many of the princi- 
pal characters of America are con- 
cerned. 
Without 
connecting this 


speculation, similar terms and ad- 
vantages could not have been obtain- 
ed for the Ohio compiuiy." 


The price to be paid was some, 


eight or nine cents an acre in specie. 
The promoters never had any Idea 
of paying actual money. They hftd 
bought ui> the government paper at 
around 10 cents on the dollar and, 
they, argued, here was a fine chance 
for Congress to retire some of Its ob- 
ligations. 
, 


Members of Congress and the pro- 


moters were appointed to govern 
this land about to be opened up to 
ex-soldiers and other small settlers 
who were to provide the real profits. 
Like the undertaker who married the 


midwife, this crowd was out to get 
the population coming and going, for 
it did net take its own wmer.t for 
lots In specie. 


Cutler had promised General Ar- 


thur St. -Clair, president of Congress, 
the salaried governorship of the 
northwest territory I>lus some stock1 
in return for his support. Two di- 
rectors of the Ohio company were 
made judges and the three men ran 
the show. 


But to return to the Rev. Dr. Cut- 


ler—grandaddy of lobb>ists. Sessions 
of Congress were secret then and 
Cutler was allowed on the floor. Sub- 
sequent students expressed amaze- 
ment at the stMjcd with which the 
act was passed, but they did 
not 


have- access to the clergyman's 
journal.

Many years ago a 
eulogistic writer said of him: 


"He was a person of stately and 


elegant form and courtly manners, 
and at tho same time easy, affable 
and communicative.

Fifty or more calls are often made 


In .an afternoon, the visitor having 
he:- list of names and addresses ar- 
ranged, and ah* may only know how 
many calls to make by strenuous 
work and consulting official sources, 
such as the congressional record and 
the diplomatic list. 


Saturday has generally been used 


in Washington lor making unoffi- 
cial calls, but each card bears the 
day of the week upon which the 
hostess receives and frequently, es- 
pecially in the senate and house, 
only one or two days out ot n 
month are designated.

M a r c h Delivery Touches 


New Low and December 
Also Hits Bottom

Chicago —MP>— Collapsing prices 


for grain went hand in hand today 
with -weakness ot stock market val- 
ues. March delivery of wheat here 
fell to the lowest level yet this sea- 
son, and December dropped to be-, 
low any quotations' touched since 
July 3. Rain reports from Argen- 
tina had a specially depressing ef- 
fect on the wheat market as tend- 
ing to remove likelihood of an Argen- 
tine crop disaster. Breaks in wheat 
prices brought about only a moderate 
export demand for wheat from North 
America. 


.Giving emphasis to reports of 


much needed heavy rains in Argen- 
tina was an estimate from British 
sources that despite crop damage re- 
ports Argentina will have ^184.000.000 
bushel exportable surplus' from the 
1929 wheat harvest, and still has on 
hand 46.000,000 bushels to be cleared 
before Jan. 1. This would make Ar- 
gentina's total exports for 1929 
amount to 272,000,000 bushels, the 
largest aggregate ever achieved by 
Argentina. 


Another 
influence which did a 


good deal today to send wheat values 
downward was the fact that world 
stocks of wheat 
in second hands 


were shown to have increased 70,- 
000,000 bushels In September. 
The 


increase was more than had been 
looked for, although comparing with 
an increase of S4.000.000 bushels last 
year. Total stocks in second hands 
are now 507,000,000 bushels against 
318.000,000 bushels a year ago.

Babson Parlt,. Mass.—The number 


of automobiles on the roads has In- 
creased approximately 40 per cent 
during: th» past five year?. 
The 


amount of road building done has 
Increased/only 13 per cent. Wo shall 
produce in 1929 over 5.000.000 auto- 
mobiles, trucks, and 
motorcycles. 


Five years ago we were turning: out 
only 2.370,000. "Automobile produc- 
tion' has Increased about 100 per 
cent but'our'road building has in- 
creased' only' one-eighth as fast. 
Small wonder that even ''the remote 
country highways are jammed on 
Sunday afternoons! In the cities of 
course, traffic' conditions are. virtual- 
ly impossible. 'Police departments of 
large cities ban' testify to thenumer- 
uso traffic 'Jams which have recent- 
ly tied up the principal streets for 
hours at'a'time.' 


In the' large cities it Is now quick- 
er to take a subway train or to walk 
than it'is to 'drive your car or ride 
in a taxi cab. We talk about the 
speed of transportation. As a matter 
of fact.-It requires more time to go 
rrom one place to another in. our 
large cities 'today than it did- five 
years ago.-Perhaps that Is one rea- 
son -for the great increase in the 
use of the telephone and telegraph. 
Seneral business is being affected by 
this situation. It is increasingly dif- 
ficult to distribute goods by motor 
truck, and personal • transportation 
with any degree of safety or speed 
in congested areas is a serious prob- 
lem. 


BUILDING ERA AHEAD 


States, cities, and- towns in 1929 


are spending approximately $1,339.- 
403,000- for roads and bridges. AH 
signs Indicate that this Is a very 
small, amount compared with what 
they will be spending in 1935. 


Some argue that individual opera- 


tion of motor . vehicles in 
cities 


should be curtailed . by- legislation, 
DUt.this will never'come to pass. 
Even . admitting that it would be 
more economical for people to use 
the street cars—the ideal form of 
clogging the streets with thousands 
mass 
transportation—rather 
than

Individual machines, each of 


which 'requires nearly as much room 
as a street car, you could never con- 
vince the American people of that 
fact. The automobile has become a 
fixed habit and its use will.continue 
to grow. Traffic congestion, likewise,

means to prevent it. Hence, I look 
for tremendous construction -devel- 
opments which .will change - the 
whole character of our cities- -and 
revolutionize existing transportation 
facilities. 


CITY OF THE FUTURE 


The city of the future will look 


entirely different from the city of 
today. One- of the-first measures I 
believe -will -be 
street 
widening 


through elimination • of sidewalks. 
Pedestrian- traffic in the cities will 
be underneath arcades. This can be 
done by tearing away a portion of 
the lower floor of buildings and by 
supporting the street walls up to the 
second story on pillars, and utilize 
as sidewalks the. space underneath 
which.was formerly a part of the 
Irst floor. The former sidewalks will 
be part of the streets. 


Over-head passes across streets 


tor pedestrians will be almost uni- 
versal. Double-deck and even triple- 
deck streets for motor vehicles will 
be constructed,' even though sunlight 
and air are sacrificed in the process. 
Indeed, public health may require, 
in the cities of the future, artifical 
sunlight in 'the'form 'of municipally 
installed ultra-violet lamps. 
Some 


sort of street ventilating 
systems 


may also become necessary. Many 
buildings in ' central' locations, for-, 
merly used for other purposes, will 
be converted into • huge • garages. I 
look especially-for-the building of 
many electrically-operated automat- 
ic garages -/whereby- the motorist 
parks his car and obtains it 
merely by pressing an elevator but- 
ton.

Great arterial highways will go 


through the center- of our cities. 
These -will 
bo - • supplemented 
by 


smaller high speed highways around 
the outskirts of the central business 
district. 
. 


The. bottle necks so. common to 


the .entrances of 'our big cities will 
rapidly bo eliminated by the 
con- 


struction of new parallel roads of 
larger capacity, and by the diversion 
of through traffic to encircling high- 
ways which will make It unneces- 
sary to enter the congested districts. 
As the airplane is more perfectly de- 
veloped, landing fields on tho roofs 
of great buildings, railway termin- 
als, etc., will be constructed. Down 
town sections of the city of the fu- 
ture will be one vast net-work of 
steel, iron, and cement, with layer 
upon layer of streets and sidewalks, 
artificially lighted, and giving 
the 


appearance front above as ons tre- 
mendous structure. 


The city of the future will also be 


more decentralized than at present. 
It will spread out into what are now 
tho suburbs. Already many big de- 
partment stores are establishing 
branches In a wide suburban area. 
Tho purpose is to reach those.cus- 
tomers who, because of traffic con- 
gestion, are unable or unwilling to 
partonlze tho central store. 
This 


decentralization and expansion pro- 
cess Is expensive. 
In time -it will 


hurt the value of tho centrally, lo- 
cated city property: but it wll'l In- 
crease the value of suburban busi- 
ness property. The reason why down 
town property Is more valuable than 
any other, is because the most 
people pans there on foot.
